N e xt, th e op e rator e nt e rs a sp e cific duration of time to r e construct, pr e f e rably by using 
slid e r bar, a tim e lin e e qual to duration, pr e f e rably th e maximum duration, that th e onlin e 
cont e nt was visibl e to th e original u se r. N e xt, th e us e r s e l e cts from various compositions 
that can bo used to repres e nt th e visual stimuli as it was originally displayed to th e us e r. 
Finally, the original visual stimuli display e d to th e us e r is r e cr e at e d bas e d on the articl e of 
onlin e content and p e riod of tim e sp e cified, using the s e l e ct e d form of composition. In 
y e t anoth e r embodiment, th e inv e ntion is a m e thod for r e tri e ving multipl e instanc e s of an 
articl e of onlin e cont e nt from a databas e of pr e viously r e cord e d cont e nt. In yet a furth e r 
embodim e nt, the inv e ntion is a m e thod for r e constructing visual stimuli as originally 
display e d to a us e r as on e form of composition. — Still anoth e r e mbodim e nt of th e 
inv e ntion is a m e thod for r e constructing a fi e ld of visual stimuli that could b e obs e rv e d 
by a us e r as on e form of composition. 
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
